Gundy's hand and lodged in her 
abdomen, Stewart said. 
The shooting happened at 11:50 
p.m. At 1:30 a.m., police picked 
up Hills at his sister's home on 
Lakeland Ave. Stewart said Hills 
admitted the shooting, but said he 
could not remember what he had 
done with the gun. Hills told po­ 
lice the gun was a .32 cal which 
he had never fired before. 
Hills was lodged in the Bristol 
Borough jail. He will be charged 
with aggravated assault with a 
deadly weapon and carrying a 
concealed deadly weapon, as well 
as other charges not yet deter­ 
mined, Stewart said.

Police Power Is Supreme 
Bucharest, A City Of Flowers, 
Lacks All Foreign Newspapers

BUCHAREST. 
ROMANIA 
- 
Delayed — This is more of a 
police state than any of the Iron 
Curtin countries, including Rus­ 
sia itself. 
To the visitor this fact is not 
readily apparent. Bucharest is a 
hospitable and extrovertish city. 
People go out of their way to 
make you comfortable. The hotels, 
restaurants and cafes are good. 
Food is plentiful, inexpensive and 
excellent. Services are splendid. 
Coming from Moscow to Buch­ 
arest is rather like leaving one 
world and entering another. The 
comparisons are marked. 
Yet this is perhaps the tightest 
little dictatorship of them all. The 
police power is supreme. Censor­ 
ship is virtually absolute. No 
foreign newspapers are allowed in 
the country and the newspapers 
here print little of interest to 
readers. There's even a dearth 
of information about the govern­ 
ment itself. 
The evidence is that the Coun­ 
cil of State, of which Gheorghiu* 
Dej is president, intends to keep 
it that way. 


The government is a conserve- 
tive one, still pretty much Stalin- 
istic in philosophy, and slow to 


swallow the Khrushchev line, let 
it has no sympathy for Commu­ 
nist China. 
We don’t bear too much about 
Romania at home. But the fact is 
tt can afford to be a bit inde­ 
pendent and throw its weight 
around in the Iron Curtain world. 
There are reasons for this. 


One is that there are many 
and continuing conflicts going on 
in world Communism. The Krem­ 
lin remains the heart and inspira­ 
tion for the ideology, but the 
trade-marks in virtually all Com­ 
munist-controlled countries differ.

Khrushchev’s statement, con­ 
tained in a long interview with the 
Communist party newspaper Prav- 
da, was considered a brusque re­ 
ply to Kennedy’s speech last Mon­ 
day to graduates of American 
University. 
In that speech, Kennedy an­ 
nounced a U.S. moratorium on nu­ 
clear tests, said new Anglo- 
American-Soviet "high level" dis­ 
cussions on a test ban would open 
here next month and called for 
new East-West attitudes to ease 
the cold war. 
Speech Circulated 
The Communists permitted Ken­ 
nedy’s speech to be widely cir­ 
culated here — a rare occurrense. 
Khrushchev said today it had 
made a “favorable impression.” 
But the Soviet premier’s state­ 
ment indicated an abrupt stiffen­ 
ing of the Kremlin’s position on 
the test ban issue and appeared 
to bode ill for next month’s 
talks. 
Khrushchev said he was with­ 
drawing his offer of three on-site 
inspections because “our proposal 
was not properly appreciated by 
the partners in the talks." 
Khrushchev 
said 
Kennedy's 
speech did not necessarily mean 
that the President wants to elim­ 
inate the causes of the cold war. 
"It is necessary to emphasize 
most resolutely that the conclu­ 
sion of a German peace treaty 
cannot be evaded," he said. "This 
question must be settled and will 
be settled. We would prefer to 
have tt settled by agreement with 
the Western powers." 
WitlMlrews Offer 
But most attention focused on 
Khrushchev’s withdrawal of his 
previous offer to allow foreign 
teams onto Soviet soil three times 
a year to inspect possible test ban 
violations. 
The Soviets have king claimed 
that any foreign inspection teams 
would be nothing but spy rings. 
They have said t h a t seismo­ 
graphs 
are 
now sophisticated 
enough to pick up the rumbles of 
an underground nuclear test, even 
one held in another nation or 
thousands of miles away. 
The West has disputed this, 
challenged the Russians to prove 
their claims and has been press­ 
ing for seven on-site inspections 
annually. 
Khrushchev’s 
r e p l y 
today 
seemed to pull the rug out from 
under neutral nations at the 17- 
nation disarmament conference in 
Geneva. The neutrals have been 
trying to narrow the gap between 
the Western and Communist po­ 
sitions. 
Western observers here said the 
premier's new attitude indicated 
no general test ban can be ex­ 
pected to come from next month’s 
meeting.

Is Wounded 


JACKSON, 
Miss. 
(UPI) - A 
white teen-ager was shot on the 
eve of funeral services scheduled 
today for Medgar Evers, the Ne­ 
gro leader who survived the Nor­ 
mandy invasion but fell in the 
civil rights battle. 
Mac McGee, 19. was wounded 
slightly in the shoulder Friday 
night while riding in an automo­ 
bile past a group of Negro youths. 
It was the latest in a series of 
attacks on white persons riding in 
or near Negro sections of Jack­ 
son since racial demonstrations 
began here May 28. 
The shooting preceded the fu­ 
neral and a “march of mourning” 
by 
hundreds 
of 
Negroes 
for 
Evers. 
Dr. Ralph Bunche, undersecre­ 
tary of the United Nations, was 
among dignitaries in Jackson for 
last respects to Evers who was 
killed by a sniper’s bullet last 
Wednesday morning. 
Roy Wilkins, executive v i c e 
president it the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People which Evers served 
as Mississippi field secretary, was 
to deliver the main oration 
Wilkins told a mass Negro rally 
Friday night at the US, Su 
preme Court refused to strike 
down an injunction prohibiting civ- 
ii rights leaders from encouraging 
mass demonstrations without a 
permit. 
“The strategy committee here 
will give full consideration to 
what shall be done from here 
on,” said Wilkins. “But it appeari 
there is no intimation to call off 
the demonstrations.”
